SUBJECT:  NJ Safer Schools for a Better Tomorrow (SSBT) State Initiative — Making Our
Schoeols Safe (M.O.S.S.) Districts

On April 20, 2012, the Governor’s School Security Task Force (SSTF) announced a
state-wide initiative — Safer Schools for a Better Tomorrow (SSBT). The NJ Department of
Education (NJ DOL)) is partnering with the Governor’s School Security Task Force and leading the
nation in implementing best practices for school safety and preparedness.

As part of the Governor’s SSBT Initiative, the department is working with districts and
identifying needs and areas of improvement. To begin, NJDOE’s Office of School Preparedness and
Emergency Plannin ; (OSPEP) will offer targeted technical assistance (TA) to over 25 percent of New
Jersey‘s school disricts. Approximately 166 school districts will be designated as Making Our
Schools Safe (M.O S.S.) Districts. These districts collectively will comprise a cadre of schools that
will inform the state of school preparedness in New Jersey. The M.O.S.S. Districts will be divided into
three tiers and will receive direct TA over the next two (2) years.

The IM.0.S.S. districts are in the following table. In accordance with the release of the
LEA Minimum Recuirements on August 2011 and the SSBT Initiative, each district will now work
collaboratively with OSPEP. During this time, M.O.S.S. Districts will receive guidance from OSPEP
and the Governor’s 3STF over their scheduled eight (8) month timeframe. Within the next few weeks,
you will receive cor espondence from Anthony Bland, State Coordinator with the OSPEP.

We are confident a comprehensive and collaborative approach will dramatically
enhance New Jersey’s school preparedness efforts to ensure academic success. If you have any
